And at great feaſts about the Emperours Table, and all 
other Tables in the hall is a Uine made of gold, that goeth all 
about the hall, and it hath. many bꝛanches of Grapes, like. to 
grapes of the Uine, ſome are white, ſome are pelow,ſome red, 
ſome grene, and ſome blacke : all the red are of Knbies, of 
creames,02 Allabonce,the white are of Chziſtall oz Byzall,the 
pelow are of Topaces,the greneareof Emerandes, and Cri⸗ 
ſalites,and the black are of Quickes and Gerandes, and this 
Vine is made thus of pzecious ſtones ſo p;operty, that it fee» 
meth that it were a Uine growing. And beefoze the Bw3d of 
the Emperour ſtandeth great Lozds, and no man is ſohardie 
to ſpeake bnto him, ercept it bePuſitions foz fo ſolace the Em⸗ 
— And all the veſſell that is ſerned in his hall o? cham» 
are of pzecious ffones, and'ſpeciallp at the tables where 
great Lo2ds eat, that is to ———— ob 
fine gold, and the cops are of Emerandes/Saphires, TT 
and other, of manp manner of ſfones and ſilaer haue 
veſſe l. foʒ they eſf@mebut little or ſluer to make veſſell but 
they make of ſiluer.greꝛces, pillers and pavements of hal and 
chambers. And ye ſhall vnderſtand that mp fatlots ard = wal

bis bzethzen,and of him ate come the anim folke,and diuers 
manner of men of the Jles,ſome ,and other men dil⸗ 
figured, foz this Cham the Emperour there callsd him Cham 
and Lozd of all. But pe hall vnderſtand that the Emperour

The firſt fatute was that 
ſhould be obedicnt to God almighty g belcue that h& 
deliuer them out of thꝛaldome and tha Could call on him 
in all their woꝛks. Another ſtatute was, that al men that might 
beare armes ſhould be numbꝛed, and to each ten would ber u 
maſter, and to a hundꝛed a maſter, and to a thouſand a maſter. 
Then her commaunded to all the greatetk and pꝛincipalleſt of 
the vii. linages, that they honld fozſake all that they had in he» 
ritage oꝛ loꝛdſhip, and that they ſhould hold them payed ol that 
de would gine them of his grace, they did ſo. And allo he bad 
them that each man ſhould bꝛing his eldeſt ſon beloze him, and 
flay his owne Son with his owne hands, and Imite off their 
heads, and as ſone they did his bidding. And when her ſaw 
they made no letting of that de bad them, then bad he them 
follow his banner, and then he put in ſubſection all ” lands 


about bim.

P it befell on a day that the Caane rode with 
* W. few men to (& the land that he had won, and her 
met with a great multitude of his enimies, a!

and hen her ſaw his enimies were fur, de hid him in a buſh,
